This bill, as amended, would change guardianship and conservatorship provisions and is operative on January 1, 2012. The amended 
bill requires a national criminal history record check through a process approved by the State Court Administrator. It also requires a 
check of the central register of child protection cases and the sex offender registry.

The Supreme Court estimates a one-time cash fund expenditure of $21,000 for in-person training for all judges and court staff on the 
new procedures required under this amended bill. The Supreme Court’s response follows:

LB 157, as amended by Enrollment and Review amendments (ER6), would require judges and court staff to be trained on 
many new procedures related to guardianships/conservatorships. The estimated Cash Fund expense for in-person training is 
$21,000. This would be additional spending authority from the Supreme Court Education Fund.

No fiscal impact is expected from the requirement that the State Court Administrator approve a process by which a 
guardian/conservator obtains a national criminal history record check.

The State Patrol estimates no fiscal impact from the provisions of the amended bill and their response follows:

AM106 to LB157 eliminates the requirement: (a) A person who has been nominated for appointment as a guardian or 
conservator shall obtain the following checks and reports of the results and file such reports with the court at least ten days 
prior to the appointment hearing date: A national criminal history record check requested from the Nebraska State Patrol;

A national criminal history record check through the Nebraska State Patrol is a fingerprint based criminal history check through 
the FBI.

The adoption of AM106 then eliminates the requirement for a fingerprint based criminal history record check, and then 
eliminates the previously submitted fiscal note.

There will be no fiscal impact to the Nebraska State Patrol from LB157 as amended by AM106.
